LI Yamen, but he has been found wanting 
in not keeping the Washington govern- 
ment Informed of tho progress of events. 
presumably neglecting to carry out his In- 
strctlons to press matters. It Is the be- 
lief at tho department that Mr. Denby 
has token umbrage because 
the sug- 


gestions from this government as to the 
policy to bo pursued by him do not OBICO 
with his own ideas, and for that reason 
Is not doing all that he has been directed 
10 do. Mr. Denby's attitude Is likely to 
cause him serious trouble, and If he Is 
not •heard from soon, his official position 
will *o placed In Jeopardy. 
Prior to the recent Instructions to Mr. 


, Denby, with reference to which he has 
seemingly failed to comply, his course 
w»« entirely satisfactory to the State De- 
partment, and there was every reaoon to 
believe that -his condemnation, by mee'- 
ings of Americans at Shanghai for al» 
leged Inactivity was exceedingly unjust 
In view of' Bla p««t record. 
It would be a serious matter for tho 


covetnment to recsll Mr. Denby during 
tne present critical stage of our rela- 
tions with China. Tne presence of a roln- 
ister at Pekln Is absolutely necessary.
